This would of course want 
to include F. P. O. and Navy 
cancels as well, 

We hear from Cpl. A. E. Shaf- 
fer that the envelopes were first 
received at A.P.O. No. 520 on the 
afternoon of September Ist and 
that it was announced that none 
would be canceled or let out from 
there until September 2nd. The 
cover carrying the letter from 
Cpl. Shaffer however is cancel- 
ed September 4th. 

In handling the cover mention- 
el above we note that the paper 
in the envelope seems to be a 
considerable lighter weight than 
in ordinary old colored bordered 
envelopes which are at hand, 





Philippine Plate 
Numbers Announced 


Three plate numbers have been 
assigned for the coming Philip- 
pine stamp. These numbers are 
23162-3-4. The plates are to be of 
the 200 subject, electric eye plates 
as in regular use for commemora- 
tive stamps of the large size. 

New Plates Printed 

But six plates were printed 
from during August and these 
consist of two plates for the Ic 
Presidential stamps in panes of 
400 stamps each, numbers are 
23107-8. Two plates for 3c Presi- 
dential Coils, plates of 170 sub- 
jects, numbers 23060-61 and two 
plates for the 10c Special Deliv- 
ery, numbers 23105-6. 





NEW 10d NEW ZEALAND 
TOUTED AS A RARITY 





Corporal Earl Roberts, now at 
Bryan Texas advises that a New 
Zealand correspondent has stated 
that the object of the new 10d 
surcharged New Zealand stamps 
was to provide a stamp for the 
airgraph forms used at local post- 
offices. These forms are mailed 
with the stamp on them, the let- 
ters are then photographed or 
filmed and after delivery the 
forms with the stamps on them 
are destroyed. This operates 
similar to our own V-Mail forms. 

The correspondent also advis- 
es that the 2sh New Zealand 
stamp surcharged for Cook is- 
lands with the error COQK is 
presently selling at 10 shillings

United States Flag 
Stamp Is Announced 


The Evening Star of Washing- 
ton, D. C. for September 12 
states that a flag stamp, pic- 
turing the U. S. Flag and 
Francis Scott Key will be issed 
following the close of the Eur- 
opean War. 


Unusual Covers For The 
Cancellation Collectors 














The present system of handling 
the free mail for the men in the 
service brings up quite unusual 
covers at various times. One of 
the peculiar ones to reach us in 
the past week is a cover from Cpl. 
G. W. Borschel of Randolph Field, 
Texas. 

This cover is one of the 2c Gov- 
ernment stamped envelopes over 
which has been printed the pen- 
alty clause, making it an official | 
envelope. The cover also bears 
the word “FREE” in ink, above 
the stamp. In addition there is a 
3c Win The War Stamp on the 
cover. 

The cover is canceled with the} 
Randolph Field Machine cancel | 
over the penalty clause and en- 
velope stamp and is handstamped 





at Randolph Field over the 3c 
stamp. Both cancels are same 
date. September 6th. 


Thus we have a cover that was 
originally a 2c stamped envelope. 
This was demonetized by the 
penalty clause making it an offi- 
cial envelope for Government use. 
Next the word “FREE” was writ- 
ten on the envelope making it a 
Free Letter for service use. Why 
the 3c stamp was added we do not 
know, but it would seem that. this 
might cancel the “FREE” mark- 
ing and make the envelope just 
an ordinary civilian letter. 





Postal Money Orders 
Are Not Legal Tender 


While not of Philatelic Interest 
it is of interest to stamp collectors 
and dealers that a New Bedford, 
Mass., Judge has ruled that a U. 
S. Government Postal Money Or- 
der is not Legal Tender. 

Whether this question has ever 
appeared before we do not know, 
but doubtless some of our read- 
ers who are versed in the prac- 
tice of Law may be able to an- 
swer the question. 

It would seem that if not pre- 
viously before a court that this 
case should result in a final de- 
cision by the U. S. Supreme Court 
and we are of the opinion that 
the Supreme Court must find the 
Bedford Judge in error as cer- 
tainly there is no better security 
in the United States than a Gov- 
ernment Postal Money Order. 


New Catalogue Listing 
Necessary; How Will 
Scott's Handle Problem? 





Stamp collectors of the United 
States are scrambling for the Al- 
lied Military Government stamps 
as printed at Washington and is- 
sued in Sicily only as though they 
were United States Issues. 

The dyed in the wool collector 
who restricts his collection to 
United States Stamps alone will 
not need these stamps to make his 
collection complete for they are 
not United States Government 
issues, they come nearer to be is- 
sues of the United States Army 
of Occupation for Italy, but nei- 
their is that a proper listing for 
them. 


The stamps are issued by the 
Allied Military Government. They 
are as much an issue of Great 
Britain as of the United States, 
as much an issue of Russia as of 


'the United States and this could 


probably be said of the other of 
the Allied Governments. 


Note the illustration and you 
will see that there is no indica- 
tion that the stamps are issued by 
any country, but that they are 
issued by a Military Government 
in Occupation of Italy. 





The stamps can hardly be cred- 
ited to Italy for Italy was in tur- 
moil and without a government 
during the period of the use of 
these stamps, that is without a 
civil or local government of the 
people. Thus it would seem that 
a new catalogue listing must be 
set up by Scott under which these 
stamps might properly be listed. 

The same is true also of the 
three Italian stamps which were 
overprinted “GOVERNOR MILI- 
TARE ALLLFATO” as iliustrated, 











In the Bedford case a tenant 
in a house had sent a Money Or- 
der in payment for his rent. The 
owner returned the order and re- 
fused it in payment and as a re- 
sult the tenant was evicted for 
non-payment of rent.

These stamps were so issued 
by the Military Government as 
set up by the Allies, or presuma- 
bly so. So little has been learned 
of these three stamps, other than 
their bare existence that it is 
not yet possible to say much 
about them. 

We presume that they too were 
used in Sicily and in parts or 
Southern Italy, but no definite in- 
formation is avdilable. 

Some collectors misunderstand 
all of these stamps _ entirely, 
thinking that they were for use 
of the American Army of Occu- 
pation in‘Italy. This is not the 
case as the army as individuals 
had no need or use for’ these 
stamps since their mail was hand- 
led either “FREE” or went under 
6c air mail rates. 

The stamps were intended for 


‘55!the use of the civilian population 


and were a part of a program to 
help quickly set*up a stable gov- 
ernment in the occupied parts of 
Italy.

ADVERTISING—The average 
collector subscribes to a philatelic 
publication in order to read the 
ads, and not to read drivel such 
as this. I’ve been watching the 
ads and would suggest to stamp 
dealers that they seek the coun- 
sel of an advertising expert to 
give them pointers on their ad- 
vertising. I don’t believe it nec- 
essary to have an agency to hand- 
le their advertising, but an ex- 
pert can point out the advantages 
of proper ad copy. The average 
dealer says too much in too little 
spaee and their ads feature too 
little blank space which is very 
smart to use. Reviewing Linn’s 
for August 17th I notice that L. T. 
Baker and Co., H. R. Harmer inc., 
Meghrig & Sons, French and 
Murray Simnock set up ads with 
sufficient white or black atten- 
tion getting backgrounds. With- 
out any question the ads of H. 
E. Harris & Co., Scott Stamp and 
Coin Co. and Scott Publications 
are the most attractive and best 
written in this issue. It so hap- 
pens the ads of these firms al- 
ways reflect great thought, ori- 
ginality and preparation. 

In my travels I meet many ad- 
vertisers who tell me how Linn’s 
pulls a great great many answers 
to their ads and I am naturally 
proud to be associated with a 
May I suggest 
to the readers of Linn’s that they 
mention the name of this paper 
when writing to an advertiser. It 
will encourage him to use this 
paper to bring his stamps or 
wares to your notice regularly.

On my last postal inspection 
trip to the Pacific Coast States in 
March, delays were occurring in 
the transportation of the air mail. 
Because of the tremendous _in- 
crease in the volume of air mail, 
the situation was extremely diffi- 
cult for those of us concerned 
with maintaining an expeditious 
postal service. Our fleet of 324 
mail-carrying planes had been re- 
duced to 165 on June 1, 1942, to 
provide urgently needed trans- 

aircraft for military use. By 
March of this year, the War De- 
rtment had returned 26 of the 


_ 159 planes requisitioned, bringing 


the total fleet available for the 
domestic service up to 191 planes, 
But the volume of air mail had 
increased at an unprecedented 
rate and there were times when 
it could not be completely accom- 
modated along with heavy war- 
connected priority traffic. With 
only half the number of planes 
formerly available, the airlines 
were called upon to carry a vol- 
ume of air mail which had swol- 


‘len by 150 per cent. 


- Happily, that situation has now 
largely been corrected. In re- 
sponse to our urgent appeals, the 
War Department has found it 
possible to assist us with the re- 
turn of additional planes and we 
now have a total of 257 in the 
service with a total of 300 expect- 
ed by the close of the year. High

daily mileage per plane and a 
greater number of schedules are 
being operated on the trunk lines 
than ever before. Thus, while oc- 
casional delays are inevitable un- 
der present conditions, the in- 
herent advantages of air mail are 
again being demonstrated and 
emphasized. 

What has been accomplished 
since last March may be under- 
stood by reference to the number 
of daily schedules from the Paci- 
fic Coast to the East. At San 
Francisco, these have been in- 
creased from 9 to 13, and for the 
entire West Coast from 33 to 47— 
increases in daily trips of more 
than 44 per cent and 42 per cent, 
respectively. Five of these 47 
trips are exclusive cargo ships 
and sometimes the mail load runs 
higher than three tons on a single 
plane. The total volume of air 
mail being carried dialy to the 
East from your West Coast is 
more than 24 tons—not including 
north-south mail. 

The present monthly volume of 
air mail being dispatched to 
planes, according to our trend- 
analysis figures, is upward of 4,- 
500 tons, at a little more than 300 
points—for a current increase of 
approximately 30 per cent over 
the same month a year ago. You 
will be particularly interested to 
know that San Francisco’s current 
increase of 135 per cent leads 
the entire country. The monthly 
total air mail dispatched to in- 
land routes from San Francisco 
at present is about 375 tons, or 
12%, tons daily. This is being 
slightly exceeded only by Chica- 
go, New York City and Los An- 
geles, in the order named. 

Today, September 8, 1944, 24 
years after adventurous men pio- 
neered the first transcontinental 
air mail flight, air mail is on a 
self-sustaining basis. What can 
we expect to see in the future? 

All of us have heard predictions 
as to the role of the airplane in 
the years to come. We know that 
great aircraft have been cons- 


of even five years ago, and we 
know that the end of the war 
will probably find many thous- 
ands of planes available. We are 
told that within a decade after 
the end of the war the United 
States may well have 500,000 mil- 
itary, commercial and private 
planes in active use. 

I think we might well pause 
here and recall what was our ex- 
perence in the past.In 1930 the 
airlines had 479 planes and flew 
almost 15 million revenue miles. 
By 1937, when the number of 
revenue miles had soared to al- 
most 40 million, the number of 
planes had fallen in those seven 
years from 479 to 257 because of 
the larger size and better utiliza- 
tion of new types. The highest 
number of planes in use since 
1937 and 364. The swollen volume 
of passenger and mail transport 
of wartime America in September 
1944 is being cared for by 257 
planes. 

We can now reasonably believe 
that at least the European war 
is approaching its conclusion. For 
many months the Post Office De- 
partment has been laying its 
plans and the Department is pre- 
pared and ready to meet chang- 
ing conditions and needs. To us,

There now exist—and de- 
velopement goes on apace—meth- 
ods of transportation by air, rail, 
motor vehicle and water craft 
not envisioned even a few years 
ago. Each one of these systems is 
important. All of them must be 
coordinated so that each will 
complement the other, with the 
sole end “of achieving speed of 
communication, 


Many months ago I wrote to 
the Chairman of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board concerning the fu- 
ture expansion of domestic air 
mail service, at a time when much 
was being said concerning feeder 
routes to connect with our great 
air trunk iines which cross and 
recross the continent. I called at- 
tention to the fact that there was 
not an immediate prospect of us- 
ing aircraft in sections where the 
passenger and express traffic, com- 
bined with mail, would be-so small 
as to make impracticable the es- 
tablishment of such routes. 


I stated that “In contemplating 
the matter of feeder routes, it 
should be borne in mind that mo- 
tor transportation will be resumed 
after the war with increased em- 
phasis. This medium is well 
adapted for short haul traffic and 
high in popular favor. Superse- 
dure by aircraft is not in imme- 
didate prospect. There will be few 
of the many proposals for local 
and feeder air service that will 
meet the searching tests of practi- 
cability and economy in competi- 
tion with surface transportation 
having inherent advantages. 

“The Post Office Department 
will continue to give all proper 
encouragement and wise _assist- 
ance to aviation development. At 
same time it will _be mindful of 
like obligation to other forms of 
transportation also vital to the 
safety and well-being of the na- 
tion. By utilizing the peculiar ad- 
vantages of each, impartially, a 
completely effective and reliable 
postal service will be maintained, 
and a material contribution made 
to the.stability of the entire trans- 
portation system.” 

This we do know—that the do- 
mestic air mail service is on a fully 
self-sustaining basis. Revenues 
have exceeded payments to car- 
riers and all other expenses for 
the past two fiscal years. It has 
undoubtedly been chosen by the 
public generally as the communi- 
cation instrumentality of the post- 
al service best suited to long-dis- 
tant mail transport in the stress 
and tempo of our day. Continued 
popularity and increasing’ vol- 
ume seem assured for the future. 

Air mail has become an accept- 
ed feature of American life. Its 
growth is assured. It reflects 
the spirit of our age and in a 
peculiar way the spirit of Amer- 
ica. It is tied to the growth of our 
commerce and to the binding to- 
gether of the many parts of our 
country. It is something of which 
all of us may be proud. It is 
something in which all of us and 
especially you in San Francisco 
have a substantial interest. Be- 
cause it is so impotrant, because 
it is a part of the muscle and si- 
news of our country, I urge all of 
you, as men and women interested 
in your country’s welfare, to lend 
your thoughts and your best ef- 
forts to help the air mail system 
of the United States develop in 
the fashion that will be best for 
air mail and best for America.

BUSINESS BOOM PREDICTED 

Roger Babson, nationally known economist who predicted the 
trash of 1929 within a few weeks of actual blow up of the New 
York Stock Exchange has made a statement regarding the next few 
years which is of interest to stamp collectors and dealers as well 
as to others. Mr. Babson predicts a real business 
boom following the war. This boom, says Mr. Bab- 
son will continue in full swing and begin to taper 
off about 1949 or 1950, when the country will face 
another depression period. This will mean a boom 
in stamp collecting circles for some time at least 
and the wise collector will continue on with his 
collecting activities knownig full well that even 
when the predicated depression does come, his 
stamp collection will be one of the best assets in 
his posession. Following the last depression, Arthur 
Hind, at that time holding one of the largest col- 
lections in America, remarked that of all his in- 
vestments, his stamp collection stood up and bore 
the shock of the depression better than anything

The 
postage values were printed in 
souvenir sheets only, and were 
not sold as separate denomina- 
tions, whereas the air mails 
were printed and sold as a regu- 
lar set. Stamps are inscribed 
80th Anniversary of the Foun- 
dation 1864-1944, 37th Anniver- 
sary of Venezuela’s joining 1907- 
1944, and “Homenaje de la Re- 
publica a la Cruz Roja Inter- 
nacional’, There were 150,000 
of the postage souvenir sheets, 
each containing a _5c., (green 
frame); 10c. (Rose-red frame); 
20c., (dark blue), and _ Bs. 1 
(magenta). Sheet measures 105 
x115 mm. and each stamp is 28 
x39 mm. The Venezuelan flag 
in the center with the Red 
Cross flag are in yellow, blue, 
red and white. Each sheet, 
measuring 105x1i5mm. is num- 
bered and bears the Venezuelan 
coat-of-arms and name of the

While late arriving, the first 
being lost in shipment, we have 
just seen the 1942 and the 1943 
issues of South Africa. As in all 
the former issues of these seals 
they are bi-lingueal, seal in 
the Dutch language and the other 
in English. They are in sheets of 
120, and are 20 x 6 with a row 
of tete beche seals through the 
center of the sheets. The 1942 
issue is dark green and orange, 
a woman kneeling before a child 
in a crib with a star at the head, 
dated 1942; the 1943 seal is a 
brilliant carmine and black with 
white letters, two people looking 
up to a large cross. 


Another new seal is the 1944 
issue of the Jose Penna society 
for Infectious diseases, which in- 
cludes tuberculosis, issued in Ar- 
gentine Republic. It is a blue 
seal, a portrait of Dr. Penna, and 
similar in design to the first is- 
sue of several years ago, except 
that the face value is ten cents. 
It appeared in June of this year.

Do not let the matter end with 
only this very doubtful compli- 
ment to the Philippine people and 
nation! 





Says Miss Fannie H—of Balti- 
more:—Yes, I saw the illustration 
of the “Corregidor” stamp. It is 
a disgrace. How in the - - - -, 
(from a Lady, too) does the post- 
master think that the U. S. can 
keep the goodwill of the Filipinos 
if he does such a trick as is in- 
dicated by this stamp? If this 
stamp had been issued, perhaps it 
could be “made up to them” by 
having a MEMORIAL stamp of 
Quezon as we did for Harding, 
ete. “Corregidor” gives me a 
feeling that it is a monument to 
our boys—who were fine—but it 
is not our boys who are to be 
honored in this particular case. I 
am just furious all over.

It seems to me that the general trend in stamp collecting in the future might well t 
fall along the lines 1840-1939, 1940 onwards. There are those who collect 20th century : 
only, but the year 1900 really has nothing to do with stamps, while the year 1940 most . 
definitely has. In fact we might in the future find our stamp catalogues divided into two 
sections; the fixed period of the first hundred years with its appfoximately one hundred 5 
thousand varieties and the ever growing period of the next hundred years of stamps. 4

Specialists, of course, will quite rightly pay no attention to any such division, nor . 
should general collectors for that matter, except to use the 1940 landmark as a convenient , i 
post to try and keep up with all the issues of the new period, which is easy enough now, fc 
seeing we are so close to its beginning, and to work backwards or in any direction, as 3 
their fancy dictates amongst the stamps of the last hundred years. .
